DAMAGES AGAINST TRAM- 
WAYS COMPANY. 


(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 
Judgment was delivered in the case in 
which Michael Mitchell, car proprietor, of 


38 High street, Dublin, claimed £300 damages 
against the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany for personal injuries and for damage 
done to his horse, car and harness, by reason 
of the alleged negligence of the defendants in 
failing to keep their tramway at Merchant's 
quay in proper condition on the 9th October 
last. 

According to the evidence for the plaintiff, 
the accident occurred owing to the defective 
setts. The plaintiff was driving his horse 
and car at Merchant’s quay on the date 
mentioned, when the horse fell and he was 
thrown over its head. ‘The personal injuries 
consisted chiefly of a strained shoulder joint 
and bruises and contusions on the left arm. 
The defendants denied that the setts on the 
roadway were in any way defective, and 
stated that they were kept in a proper state 
of repair. 

Judge Pigot, in his judgment, said that the 
evidence was most -conflicting and unsatisfac- 
tory. He had come to the conclusion that 
the setts in their condition at the time ol 
the accident were a source of danger to those 
driving over them, and he awarded the plain. 
tiff £75 damages and costs:

SAWDUST CONCRETE, 


The exhibits include among the new 
features a material which has not been shown 
before at the Building Exhibition—namelv, 
sawdust concrete. Although this material is 
too new to have been used to any great ex- 
tent, it appears to have a future for many 
purposes. A few years ago the idea of using 
sawdust as an aggregate would have been 
considered fantastic, but practical experience 
has proved that it is quite a sound pro- 
pesition. The two obvious difficulties in the 
use of such a material are the danger from 
fire and the tendency to crack owing to the 
fact that sawdust will expand when soaked. 
Roth bud difficulties have been overcome by 
the discoVery of an English engineer of a 
method of chemically treating sawdust so that 
it becomes fire-resisting and does not expand 
when wetted, with the result that a material 
is produced with ample strength for many 
building purposes. 

The rapidity usually called for m modern 
construction is reflected in the large number 
of stands which exhibit machinery and 
huilders’ plant, ranging from the woodworking 
machine, which will perform practically every 
operation called for in an ordinary building, 
to huge distributing plant. Woodworking 
machines capable of carrying out a variety of 
different, operations have been brought to a 
high degree of perfection. Mixers are seen in 
many patterns, mosily of the ‘‘ batch”’ type, 
with different features of special use for par- 
ticular purposes. ‘There is on view the usual 
type, with power-loader and side discharge ; 
drums which discharge vertically by the 
separation of the two halves of the drum; 
trough-shape mixers in which the materials 
are turned over by revolving forks, chains,

HEATING AND LIGHTING 
THE MODERN HOUSE. 


GAS, ELECTRICITY AND COKE 
CLAIMS. 


‘Economy in Heating and Lighting in the 
Modern House ” was the subject of an in- 
teresting discussion at the last meeting of the 
Engineering and Scientific Association ,of lre- 
land. 

Mr. E. C. Handcock, M.1.E.E., drew’ atten- 
tion to the new electricity charges of Dublin 
Corporation Electricity Department, especially 
the domestic rate, which consists of a fixed 
charge of 15 per cent. per annum on the 
valuation of the house, plus 1jd. per unit for 
lighting and all domestic purposes. The cost 
of using different electrical appliances was 
given, such as—domestic iron, }d. per hour; 
vacuum cleaner, five hours’ use for 13d.; 
600-watt bow! heater, .9d. per hour, etc., etc. 
One figure of particular interest was -men- 
tioned of a small family, consisting of two 
grown-ups and child, the electrical appliances 
being a small 600-watt cooker and one iron; 
the complete electrical cost of roasting, frying, 
grilling, toasting, fancy baking, and use of 
iron came to, at the highest quarter, only 
15s. at 24d. per unit. At the present Dublin 
rate of Idd. this would only be 9s., or ós. 
per month. 

For a family of «ix, with a standard cooker. 
it has been found the cost of cooking for all 
purposes works out at one unit per person per 
day, which in family of six would be 9d. per 
day; if the number of persons exceeds six, 
this figure is slightly reduced. and if less 
than six is slightly increased. As illustrating 
the fact that electric cooking only means a 
reduction of weight of 10 per cent. instead of 
25 to 354 per cent., it was mentioned that a 
girls’ school, which previously had ordered 
twelve joints per day of definite weight, 
found that after installing electric cooking it 
res Only necessary to order ten joints per 
ay. 


THE CASE FOR GAS. 

Mr. H. F. Cotton made a strong case for 
the use of vas, which, he said, had increased 
by approximately 70 per cent. since electricity 
was first introduced into Dublin. The output 
in Dublin last year was increased by 10 per 
cent., and the Alliance and Dublin Gas Co. 
had increased their producing plant enor 
mously in the past two years, and are con 
sidering further huge developmeiits. They 
had recently put into operation a new three 
million’ gas holder, and are about to lay a 
new 18” high pressure feeder to relieve the 
demand of the suburbs, which exceeded all 
expectations last winter. They. distribute gas 
through 700 miles of pipe line, covering Black- 
reck, Kingstown, Dalkey, Bray, and Foxrock. 
juvery housing site in their area utilises gas 
for lighting, heating, an@ cooking, and the all- 
gas house has, where no solid fuel whatever is 
used, become an every-day demand. The 
occupier of an all-gas house, equipped as such 
two years ago, had supplied the speaker with 
figures, which showed that four gas fires, 
cooker, water heater, gas iron, and fourteen 
lights cost, for the year 1925, the total sum 
of £25 1s. 10d. Some 11,000 fiouses have been 
constructed at Liverpool similar to Croydon 
Park and Marino sites. In each of these 
houses there has been fitted a hob type coke- 
burning grate, with back boiler, three built-in 
gas grates, cooker, and wash copper. 
proximate cost of the apparatus for this in- 
stallation is £18, and the average cost per 
week for gas, which is 2s. 6d. a thousand in 
Liverpool, is 3s. 6d. The cost of a gas fire of 
the very largest type when full on, does not 
exceed 2d. per hour. A safe average would 
be 1jd. to 14d. per hour.

Mr. T. Hamilton spoke of the utility of 
coal and coke, and eid that if they took coke 
at the high calorific value of 12,500 B.T.U.. 
costing 45s. per ton; gas at 10d. per 4herm, 
and electricity at 1d. per unit, it wotild be 
found that to heat a room by a coke-fi ed 
boiler and radiator, and assuming the 
efficiency to be 50 per cent., the cost would 
be 5d. per 24 hours; gas at an efficiency of 
100 per cent. 12.8d., and electricity 100 per 
cent. efficiency 38d. for the same peri ><. 
Thus gas costs two and a half times and 
electricity seven and a half times that of 
coke for continuous heating. In Dublin the 
figures for gas and electricity are much 
higher, being respectively three and a half 
times and “TV times dearer than coke.

BUILDING RESEARCH WORK. 


In an old-world mansion, standing in its 
own extensive grounds at Garston, Hertford 
shire, is housed a new Government depart- 
ment known officially as the Building Ke- 
search Station. It is a section of the Depart- 
ment of. Scientific and Industrial Research. 
and its main work is to find better methods of 
building houses. 

During its brief existence the station has 
given expert assistance in the construction of 
the new Government buildings at Delhi, and 
has advised the Australian Government as to 
the construction of the new Melbourne Town 
Hall. 

An official said :—Eyvery new substitute used 
in building comes under our notice, and while 
we advise the Ministry of Health on the cd- 
visability or otherwise of their use, we are 
also engaged in an exhaustive search for new 
methods of house-building which will add to 
the comfort and health of the occupants.

A Dairy Survey. 


Travellers in the most backward parts 
of Ireland often have expressed surprise 
at the scrupulous cleanliness of the people 
in house and person. Unhappily, the gift 
for cleanliness is not applied where, per- 
haps, it is needed most. In a report of a 
creamery survey made last year by Mr. 
James Cullen, of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, a typical farm in the 
creamery districts is described in detail. 
The inspector found the yard befouled with 
the sweepings of the byres, and the byres 
themselves insufficiently lighted, infested 
by cobwebs, and with unffushed floors. Of 
the milkers only one used an overall, and 
there was no proper cleansing of hands 
before milking. Common galvanised pails 
were used, and, when milking was com- 
pleted, they were merely rinsed as prepara- 
tion for next morning. A test showed an 
alarming development of bacteria in both 
pails and milk cans. That this discredit- 
able state of dffairs was due, not to ;n- 
herent dirtiness of habit, but to ignorance, 
was illustrated by the fact. that the cattle 
“were remarkably - clean.’’: Tails weve 
soiled in a few cases, but flanks and udders 
were faultless, and the inspector was told 
that the aninfls were kept brushed. 
Another example of a fault rising from 
sheer want of instruction was the neglect

Only 10 per cent. of the farmers 
in the creamery district belonged to a cow- 
testing association,

Costly France. 

In France the cost of living continues 

to rise. For the third quarter of 1925 the 


index figure, compared with 100 for the 
basic year 1914, stood at 401. During the 
first’ quarter of the present year it stood 
at 451. The cause for this alarming move- 
ment of prices is the inflation of currency 
which took place before the crisis of last 
autumn; and the Government of to-day, 
which is pledged to resist all further 
inflation, is unable to satisfy the 
demands of the State’s employés for in- 
creases in salary to meet the stress of the 
times. Salaries and wages under the 
French Government are so low as to allow 
but the narrowest margin between a 
worker’s income and the expenses of his 
rank in life. Prefects of departments, as 
the Paris Correspondent of The Times 
points out, receive a bare £400 a year. 
Inferior, but still important, ranks in the 
public service of proud France receive 
wages which would be rejected with scorn 
by pétty clerks and typists in poor Saorstdt 
Eireann. In the military service salaries 
are absurdly low. The correspondent 
states that a married captain, stationed in 
Paris—where the cost of living is at its 
highest—receives, including al] allowances, 
only 1359 francs a month, or about 
£3 a week. It is reported that many 
officers in the Paris garrison eke out their 
pay by driving ‘‘taxi’’ cars. at night, 
washing carriages, and packing in shops. 
Some are taking lessons from tailors and 
shoemakers in order to be able to. make 
and mend their own boots and clothes.

NEEDS OF THE DISTRICT. 

The sixth aunual meeting. of the, Coombe 
Hospital Linen Guild was held yesterday at 
the hospital. The ) Governor-General pre- 
sided, and Mrs. Michael Murphy, hon. secre- 
tary, read the report. During the year 24 
uew working members of the Guild were 
enrolled, but there is still room for many 
more members. Less money was avdilable 
than in the previous year; 973 babies ,were 
born in the Coombe Hospital and 1,346 in 
the Coombe district, making a total of 2,519 
births attended by the staff during 1925. 
1,094 articles in all were provided by the 
Linen Guild, and the subscriptions for the 
year amounted to £127 9s. 6d. 

Dr. Wilson, President of the College o 
Physicians, who moved the adoption of the 
report, said that the Committee of the Guild 
had reason to congratulate themselves on the 
year's work, 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in seconding the 
resolution, said that the work during the 
year had been conducted in a very business. 
like manner. 

Sir John -Moore proposed—** That the 
Linen Guild is worthy of support.” The work 
of the Guild, he said, was splendid, but that 
it is still inadequate is plain from the figures 
in the report. In future an effort should be 
made that each child born in the hospital 
should have at least some memorial of the 
Linen Guild. a very interesting event.” 
Sir John went on, “ has recently occurred in 
the hospital. For the first time in my life 1 
have just been shown a group of triplets.’ 
The mother of the triplets has had two sets 
sf twins hefore, and she has not done badly 
by the Free State.

LONDON, Wednesday. 
When Mr. T. .C.. Murray’s ‘ Autumn

“CO” Theatre a month ago, it was received 
with enthusiasm, and a critical audience at 


the Little Theatre, where it was trans- 
ferred last night, was no whit less 
enthusiastic. 


My second impression of this play is 
even more favourable than the first. The 
players have come to a greater understand- 
ing of the characters they are portraying, 
with the result that a deeper emotion in 
the dramatic scenes is noticeable. 

Miss Una O'Connor, who was inclined 
to underact in the earlier scenes at the 
“©” Theatre, now plays the embittered 
with considerable force.

Wilfred Shine’s study of the husband has 
increased in strength, while Miss Cathleen 
Drago’s playing of the young wife has 
gained in confidence since the opening per- 
formance. 


INTERVIEWED ON HIS SUCCESS. 

““I got up this morning early and went out 
on to unfamiliar London streets, rot yet 
crowded with hurrying people, not yet filled 
with the drone. and roar of thousands of 
motor cars, and hurried to the nearest news- 
hoy. ‘I want all the papers published in 
London,’ I said to him.”’ 

Thus Mr. T. C. Murray, the Dublin sclool- 
master. opened the story of his experiences 
when interviewed by the London Lvening 
News. 

“The boy looked up at me surprisedly,’’ he 
added, ‘‘and proceeded to hand me paper 
after paper. I thajight there. would be four 
or five papers. When he finished he asked 
fer ls. 2d. With a great bundle of papers 
under my arm I rushed into a tube station 
place, where I mixed “with ‘he people, afraid 
| should ‘be mistaken for a newsboy, | and 
asked for a paper. I felt terribly |self- 
conscious; I am sure I would have sold) one 
had I been asked for it. 

‘In the shelter of the station I opened one 
paper, and found a criticism of my play} It 
was not over-flattering—indeed, it was slightly 
adverse. With a sinking heart I rushed back 
tó the hotel and went up to my room. At 
first T had not much heart to see what the 
other papers had to say, but, when I read 
a. column in this paper, and a column in that, 
mt appetite increased, and as I found that all 
the rest praised my play most kindly, my 
dejection soon vanished.” 


TWO DAYS’ LEAVE | 

“I am terribly tired, sxou know,’’ he went 
on. “I came over from Dublin enly yester- 
day morning. Last night there was the 
excitement of the first nighi, and to-day I 
go back. I have been granted only two 
days’ leave, without pay. from my school 
in Dublin, and as teaching is my chief busi- 
ness in life, I have to get back. 

‘‘You see, although my other two plays 
have been given every year in Dublin with 
success, play-writing is only a sort of hobby. 
If I were to depend upon it for a living I 
should have to develop inte a really first- 
class match-seller to provide food for. my 
family. Though the standard of art at the 
Abbey Theatre in Dublin is very high, we, 
whose plays are produced there really write 
for the love of it, for there is very little 
pecuniary reward. The theatre is so small 
that a £50 night is very good indeed.

0 years ago, and I was able to admire the 
hloom of youth, as soon as I recognised the 
picture as one of myself I was glad to 
think I-once looked like that photograph.

The’ Minister of Finance pointed out that 
the library at. the Inns of Court was not only 
for practising barristers, but for students and 
judges, and assisted_in the administration of 
the law. High fees were charged in stamp 
duties to solicitors and barristers before they 
could peoction the profession. 

_Mr. Beattie. asked why a separate Inns of 
Court was set up in Belfast when there was 
a magnificent library in Dublin, established 
by the Imperial Parliament. 

The Attorney-General (Mr. A. B. Babing- 
ton) said that this was a matter Which had 
agitated the legal profession in Northern Ire- 
land for a considerable time before a solu- 
tion was found for it. Prior to the 1920 
Act the legal profession in Ireland was one 
and undivided, and all the members gradu- 
ated in the King’s Inns in Dublin. That was 
not always so, for in remote times members 


London. Grants were made to the King’s 
Inns, Dublin, to enable it to keep up its 
library. When it became necessary to set 
up an Inns of Court in Belfast, it was neces- 
sary to set up some form of library for the 
benefit of students, barristers and judges. 

With regard to the suggestion that they 
had voluntarily severed their connection with 
the King’s Inns in Dublin, he explained that 
‘the right of audience in the courts remained 
with the judges, but in practice they dele- 
gated the legal education and the certification 
of qualification to the Inns of Court, and so 
such an Inns was necessary in the North. 

Mr. McMullan (Labour) contended that 
there was no necessity. for a division in the 
legal profession.

The Attorney-General, in reply, said that it 
was quite. impossible for the Law Officers of 
the Crown. to conduct the number of pro- 
secutions which have to’ be brought during 
the course of a year. Every prosecution that 
was brought was laid before the Attorney- 
General in the first instance, and had to be 


read and directions given. At. the present 
time there wad a vast amount of work done 


owing to the fact that the Constitution was 
new, and every day matters of grave con- 
stitutional importance was arising. No de- 
partment of the Government was managed 
more economically than the legal depart- 
ment, in view of the large amount of work 
that had to be got through.

For some time past the Marchioness 
Townshend has been receiving threatenin 
letters regarding her son. One letter, whic 
resulted in Scotland Yard being asked to help 
to trace the anonymous sender of the threats 
to. kidnap the ten-year-old Marquis 
Townshend. and hold him to ransom for 
£5,000; was posted at Paddington Station late 
on Sunday evening. 


Like previous letters from the same person

“MOSCOW VIRUS.” 


OPPOSITION AND ECONOMY

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

Members of the House of Commons arrived 
in limited numbers this afternoon to find an 
order paper adorned with only a score of 
uninteresting questions. ‘his little list was 
quickly answered. 

Sir John Simon greatly distinguished him- 
self when the Government's financial resolu- 
tion appropriating a million or so of the 
surplus of the Navy, Army and -Air Force 
Insurance Fund was subjected to further 
severe criticism on report. lt was one of the 
most effective speeches that he has delivered 
in the House for a long time. and was 
listened to with evident delight by Mr. Lloyd 
George, who had said some strong things on 
the same subject on the previous evening. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, who chaffed the Minister for War 
on his adoption of Soviet principles. The 
assumption was that the States need 
dominated everything else, and in the present 
case the Minister for War was doing his level 
best to fill the shoes of Trotsky. Moscow was 
evidently getting into the blood of the 
Government, declared Mr. Macdonald, amid 
laughter. It was a very poisonous virus, arid 
they knew what to expect. Turning to his 
followers, he expressed the hope that those 
of them who were rather inclined towards 
Moscow would take warning from the 
example. in front of them. 

Sir L. Worthington-Evans disclaimed any 
intention to confiscate anybody’s property, 
and repudiated warmly the suggestion that 
he or his colleagues were animated by the 
spirit of Sovietism. All this talk ‘about 
robbery and confiscation was launched for 
purely political purposes, and with the idea 
of creating dissatisfaction in the forces of the 
Crown. 

MOTTO FOR CHANCELLOR. 

Sir John Simon disdained to make use of 
the word ‘ robbery.”’ He substituted the 
words ‘“‘mean’’ and ‘shabby,’ and asked 
the Conservative members, who had always 
insisted so strongly on the sacredness of 
private property, aa they could reconcile it 
with their consciences to vote for the Govern- 
ment’s proposals.. It was intolerable, he said, 
that the House of Commons should, in cold 
hlood, put this fund at the service of a 
Chancellor of the Exchequer who was never 
present. In the old stage melodrama, in the 
absence of a will, the property always went 
to the nearest villain. If the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer would take a motto for this 
particular cause, he would suggest Clough’s 
lines from “‘ The Latest Decalogue ’’ :— 

“*Thou shalt not steal—an empty feat, 

When ’tis so lucrative to cheat.” 

There were three more speeches from the 
back benches in opposition to the resolution, 
and one in support of it from Sir Bertram 
Falle, and then the Minister for War moved 
the closure, which was carried by 240 votes to 
144, and the resolution was passed, 


MEDICAL BENEFIT. 

When the Committee stage of the Economy 
3ill was resumed there was ‘further * discus- 
sion upon an amendment by Mr. Mackinder, 
the object of which was to postpone the 
Operation of Clause 2, which deals with the 
cost of medical benefit administration, Nor a 
year. It was argued that the clause would 
involve the approved societies in an extra 
expenditure of two millions a year, but Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain pointed out that if the 
clause was not passed the whole scheme would 
come to an end, because there would be no 
source from which the cost of medical ad- 
ministration could. be met. After the applica- 
tion of the closure the amendment was 
rejected by 244-votes to 144. 

” THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

This being a private members’ night, Sir 
Henry Craik then submitted a motion relating 
to the Civil Service. The point of a 
rather long and involved speech seemed 
to be that there was something unconstitu- 
tional in the claim put forward that Sir 
Warren Fisher, the Secretary to the Treasury, 
was to be regarded as head of the whole 
Civil Service. This, said Sir Henry, was as 
new-fangled idea, which did not commend 
itself to those who had the efficiency and 


| traditions of the Civil Service at heart, and 


he hoped that the Government would keep to 
the old paths which had brought the Civil 
Service up to a standard that had won their 
admiration. 

A certain amount of sympathy with the 
motion was expressed, both by Mr. Sidney 
Webb and Sir John Simon, the last-named 
laying stress on the increasing and dangerous 
tendency to effect legislation by departmental 
order. ' 

Mr. Ronald MeNeill rather demurred ‘to the 
suggestion that a new and unconstitutiona 
practice had been introduced into the Civil 
Service. Certainly as long ago as 1872 it ha: 
become a definitely. established rule that the 
Permanent Secretary of the Treasury should 
be the head of the Civil Service. The only 
possible point raised by the motion was 
whether the relations between the Secretary to 
the Treasury, as head of the Civil Service, 
and the Prime Minister were in any way 
objectionable. He asserted that they were 
hot. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in this matter, supported 
the Government, and said if the motion went 
to a division he would certainly vote against 
it. By implication the motion was a censure 
on the Civil Service, the suggestion being that 


it was not maintaining its. constitutional 
position as a subordnate branch of the 
Administration. It: would »e a serious thing 


for the House to give its assent to that with- 
out a good deal more evidence than they had 
yet had. 

Perhaps the House did not think the matter 
of sufficient interest to warrant the trouble 
of a walk through the lobbies, but, whatever 
the reason, the motion, when put from the 
Chair, was agreed to without a division,

MENT AND FARMERS. 


REPAYMENT OF LOANS TO BE 
RECONSIDERED. 

Following a deputation, which waited on 
him from -a local farmers’ union, ufging him 
to take steps to obtain some relief for the 
farming community in Fermanagh, Sir Charles 
Falls, M.P., wrote to Sir James Craig, and 
has received a reply from the Northern 
Premier’s secretary, outlining the assistance 
given by the Northern Government towards 
Iitigating the depression through which 
agriculture is passing.

Officers Bill, the Minister of Justice has 
drafted certain amendments that, “ while 
meeting the view point of the Chief Justice 
and his colleagues, preserve still unim- 
paired the principle of responsibility to 
the electorate in respect. of the staffs of 
the Courts.”’ 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S CRITICISM, 


It will be remembered that following the 
first reading of the bill some weeks ago, the 
Chief Justice at the Charter “Day. dinner of 
the Royal College cf Surgeons attacked the 
measure on the ground that it struck a severe 
blow at the independence of the judiciary. A 
few days later Mr. O’ Higgins, Mage | in the 
Dail on the Vote on Account for the Supreme 
and ‘High Courts, expressed the belief that 
it: was questionabls whether a judge was 
| entitled to .commit himself “to heated 
criticism: and-commenit ofthe kind,” adding

passionate judgment in connection Nyith s 
statute which he had attacked so heate 
incubation. 

The Minister also disclosed on the samo 
occasion that in a letter written by the Chief 
Justice, on behalf of himself and his col- 
leagues, he ‘Mr. O'Higgins) had been toge 
that the appointment oi officers. of the Courts 
by the Executive Council was liable to abuse, 


and” that “the. judges ought to have control 
of their staffs.. The Dail, the Minister pointed 
out, would have to decide whether it subd- 


scribed to the view that the control of Court 
stafis was a violation of the Constitution; if 
deputies thought it better to leave the respon- 
sibihty of controlling sevedal hundred pi.olic 
officials in the hands of the judges, and to 
leave to chance how it would work out, he 
was satisfied, but he wished them to know 
what théy were doing. 

Following the Minister's speech several 
deputies, including the leader of the Labour 
Party, suggested that the bill should not be 
proceeded with until the pomts at issue 
between the Minister and the judges had been 
discussed by a. Joint committee of the 
Oireachtas in conjunction with representatives 
‘of the judiciary. 

About a week later the Minister announced 
that, while the Executive Council felt. that 
the general principle of the bill—Ministerial 
responsibility to the Dail in respect of Court 
stafis—couid not be abandoned, every possible 
effort shouid be made to reconcile conflicting 
views, and, aecordingly, to meet ‘the views 
of the judiciary certain amendments had been 
drafted and submitted to the Chief Justice 
and his colleagues. He trust. 1 that those 
amendments might be, regarded as the close 
of an incident which he recognised to have 
been deplorable, “and, perhaps, unedifying.’’ 


THE AMENDMENTS. . 


Since the amendments have now been 
circulated to members of the Dail it may be 
taken that they have met with the approval! 
of the judges. On a superficial examination, 
the amendments would seem entirely to dis- 
pose most of the judges’ objections. The 
effect of them would seem to be that no 
officer of the Supreme or High Courts is 
“removable” by the Executive, unless with 
the concurrence of the judge or judges of 
the court concerned. No provision, however, 
would appear to have been made to deal 
with a possible disagreement between the 
Ministry and the judges. 

In all there are about seventeen amend- 
ments. The second amendment provides for 
the insertion, pf the fpYowing, new sub-section 
in the third elause of the bill:—“No principal 
officer nor diy ófhcer for the © time ‘béing 
nominated be a Registrar of the High 
Court shall he removed from his office with- 
out the concurrence of the Chief Justice and 
the President of the High Court.” This new 
sub-section follows the sub-section which de- 
clares that the Master of the High Court, and 
the Taxing-Masters, and generally the prin~ipal 
officers of the Supreme and High Courts, 
shall be appointed by the Minister of Justice, 
and hold oftice at the pleasure of the 
Executive Counetl. 


THE MASTER'S AUTHORITY. 


The fifth clause of the bill is amended by 
the addition of the following sub-section at 
the beginning —' The Master of the High 
Court shall have the general superintendence 
and control of such of the offices as are 
attached to the High Court, but shall, in the 
exercise of such superintendence and control, 
he subject to the general direction of the 
Minister in regard to all matters of .eneral 
administration, and to the directions of the 
President of the High Court in regard-to all 
matters rejating to the conduct of that part 
of the business in the High Court which 1s 
for the time being required by law to be 
transacted by or before owe of the judges of 
that court.” : 

A similar provision is made in the case of 
the office of the Registrar to the Chief 
Justice, that is to say, the general: adminis- 
tration will be subject-to. the general direction 
of the Minister and of the Chie: Justice im 
regard to the exercise of jurisdiction trans 
ferred to the Chief Justice uuder Section 19 
of the Courts of Justice Act. 


PROVISION FOR CONSULTATIONS. 

The twenty-third clause of the Court 
Officers’ Bill provides that there shall be em- 
ployed in the several offices established by the 
mneasure as many officers, clerks, messéngers, 
criers..etc., as the Minister of Justice ' may, 
with the sanction of the Minister of Finance, 
determine.’” ‘To the words quoted it is now 
proposed to add—‘‘. . aftet consultation 
with the President of the High Court in the 
case of an office attached to that Court, and 
with the Chief Justice in the case of an office 
attached to the Supreme Court or Chief 
Justice.”’ 

In the same way, another amendment pvro- 
vides that all officers (other than the princi-

GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 


SYSTEM OF DISTRIBUTION 
CRITICISED. 


Deaiing with the aged, Mr. McCarron said 
that there sliould be classification according 
to character, and existing voluntary agencies 
Should be availed of As regards children the 
policy aimed at was to have them placed in 
suitable homes until they reached a certain 
age . Ín ali their developments in connection 
with the Poor Law they should keep in mind 
the family tree. 
The witness went on to say that the present 
method of distributing Government grants 
as an aid to iocal rates was archaic. He 
favoured the setting up of a tribunal to go 
into the whole matter of allocation. If he 
were a witness before such a tribunal he 
would make a strong appeal for some money 
for educational purpuses, He feared that the 
boards of health would never succeed in 
getting superintendent home assistant officers 
properly educated, The existence of a diploma 
of some kind would be a useful qualification 
to look4for. 

AUXILIARY MENTAL HOSPITALS. 
He advocated the setting up of auxiliary 
metal hospttals, and thought that one in 
each province should suflice. Dealing with 
the question of local administration, he said 
that the work of the central authority pre- 
sented the uusatisfactory feature that it was 
very largeiy correctionai. They hoped to rid 
themselves of a great deal of routine super 
vision at headquarters. They recognised that 
in many cases they lacked local knowledge on 
particular matters in hand; and it was the 
poliey to delegate certain central powers us 
soon as they vonsidered it would be safe to do 
so. As to mental hospitals, he would favour 
State ‘management, but not a State charge. 
Questioned by Sir Joseph Glynn, Mr. 
McCarron said that he was aware that in 
Denmark and in some other countries there 
had been a sorting of the various classes cf 
the poor. He had given the matter a good 
dea! of consideration, and he was not in 
favour of the system. He thought, without 
attempting any sort of index system, that by 
proper educative methods they ought, 'n 
fact, to arrive at that segregation. 
Answering Sir John Keane, the witness 
pointed out that he nad not asked for additional 
money from the State, with the possible ex- 
ceplion of more assistance for widows, He 
was aware that a great deal better work 
could be done for the existing money by 
getting people to take an interest in the 
problem, and see that they were getting value 
lor the money spent. 

Sir John Keane—By closer attention to 
details you think you can get better value? 
Witness—-I think we can. 

THOSE WHO WILL NOT WORK. 
Mr. J. Kelfy, Chairman of the Ratepayers’ 
Association, Tipperary, stated that the South 
Tipperary scheme at present was not satis- 
factory. because the home at Cashel did not 
offer adequate acconimodation. Clonmel as a 
home was unthinkable owing t > its centre, as 
it was on the horder of the Co. Waterford. 
Tipperary Workhouse could be used as gn 
auxiliary lunatic asylum or a home for im- 
beciles. At Tipperary District Hospital they 
had overcrowding due to the infirmary not 
being put into repair since occupied by the 
British military. 

He favoured the taking of any of the vacant 
workhouses or barracks for the destitute poor, 
and giving them employment, such as: break 
ing stones, or to train them to something 
‘hat might be an asset to the State. For 
those who would not work when work was 
offered to them. and when they were able to 
do it, it, was suggested that they should be 
flogged. 
Chairman-—Flogging is only. given in very 
rare cases, and is very drastic, so 1 take it 
that. you are not. serious in that? Wit- 
ness—What ts the next best thing? No 
answer was. given. 
Answering the Chairman, the witness said 
-that he was in favour of pensions for widows 
with children un to a certain age. 

THE .HOUSING PROBLEM. 
Mr W..J. Larkin said that, despite the 
fact that there were 416 sources of relief in 
Dublin, there were 15,000 unemployed, and 


without a spark of fire in their grates. Hé 
suggested the breaking up of ranches in the 
country, and their distribution amongst the 
people who were unemployed. 

He then referred to the lack of housing ac- 
commodation in Dublin, and to insanitary 
houses, and suggested that Messrs. Guinness 
be recommended to build houses for their own 
employés, and so relieve the pressure on 
housing in the city. 

The Chairman said that Messrs. Guinness 
had not only built houses for their own em- 
plovés, but for others.

SEQUEL TO RAID ON 
PHARMACY.

There ‘were surprising developments in the 
Dublin District Court yesterday in connec- 
tion with the case of armed robbery of potas- 
roe chlorate at. Thom’s Pharmacy, Kimmage 
road. 

In the dock with the three men remanded 
on the charge of robbery appeared five other 
men, and the eight—seven of them 
bakers by trade, and” the other 
a motor mechanic—were charged jointly 
with conspiring to blow up Landy’s 
Bakery, Rathfarnham. There were other 
charges of illegal possession of revolvers, 
ammunition, and explosive materials. 

Two of the accused were alleged to have 
confessed to a plot to blow up the bakery. 
The plan was to seize potassium chlorate to 
make a mine, but the quantity secured was 
not enough for the purpose, and it was then 
agreed to burn the bakery. A motor car was 
seized to take the party to Rathfarnham, but 
the attempt to destroy the bakery was abap- 
doned at the last moment. 


EIGHT MEN CHARGED. 

The three men who had been remanded in 
connection with the raid on the pharmacy 
were Patrick and Michael Hogan, Lower 
Clanbrassil street, bakers, and Charles Rann, 
15 Daniel street. motor driver. An ad- 
ditional charge against them was that of 
assaulting Mrs. Thom by presenting a re- 
volver at her. The other five men charged 
yesterday were—Thomas Gerrard, Summer- 
hid; Christopher Brennan, Palmerstown: 
Denis Corr, Lower Gardiner street: Thomas 
Corr, Parnell street; and John Cherubini, 
Phibsborough road. All of these were de- 
scribed as bakers by trade. 

Mrs. Thom gave evidence that on Saturday, 
the 28th November last, at about 8 o'clock. 
two men came into her husband's pharmacy 
at Kimmage and asked for 7lbs. of chlorate 
of potash. She told them that he had not 
Tlbs., but had about 1lb. The men left the 
shop, but afterwards returned and demanded 
the chlorate of potash “for the cause.” A 
lady friend who was with the witness then 
weighed out half a pound. 

At an identification parade in the Bride- 
well on Friday last, the witness identified 
Patrick Hogan as the man with the revolver. 
She now identified Thomas Gerrard as being 
the man who accompanied Hogan. 

Mrs. Eva Cartigan, who had been in the 
shop with the last witness, said that she 
believed that Hogan and Gerrard were the 
men who carried out the raid. 


MOTOR CAR SEIZED. 

Fred. K. Hyder, Skerries, deposed to the 
seizure of a Chevrolet car by four men at 
Templeogue Bridge on November 28. Neither 
he nor a lady friend, who was travelling in 
the car with him, could identify any -of the 
meri. 

“TO MAKE A MINE.” 

Superintendent Ennis stated that when 
charged and cautioned. Christopher Brennan 
made and signed a statement to the effect 
that Denis Corr and John Cherubini met him 
in the Artane Boys’ Club, 44 Rutland square, 
about November 26 last, and Denis Corr told 
him that they were to blow up Landy’s 
bakery. On the following day Brennan went 
with Thomas Corr to William Kelly's house 
in Rathiarnham. Arthur Kelly showed them 
two revolvers and a long iron eylinder, with 
holes drilled in it, and said that the idea was 
to make a mine. Kelly also showed some 
bullets in a drawer. 

Next day Brennan met Gerrard, and thev 
went to Kelly’s» house, and waited until 
Thomas Corr, Michael Hogan and his brother 
Paddy, Charles Rann, and the two Kellys, 
William and Arthur, came in. Arthur Kelly 
asked, ‘‘What four men will go out and 
hold up a chemist’s for potassium chlorate 
to make the mine’’ 

‘* Mike’? Hogan, Gerrard, Rann and Bren- 
nan agreed to go. Hogan and Rann had 
guns. When they returned to Kelly's house, 
Michael Hogan showed the “ stuff’’ which 
they had seized to Arthur Kelly, who said 
that there was not enough. and that the best 
thing to do was to burn down Landy’s 
bakerv. 

Arthur Kelly, Gerrard, Paddy Hogan and 
Rann went out with the intention of seizing 
a motor car, ana some time afterwards re- 
turned and said that the car was outside. 
Thomas Corr brought out petrol, and Arthur 
Kelly, the two Hogans, Charles Rann and 
Gerrard got into the car and drove into Rath- 
farnham. Thomas Corr and Brennan walked 
down to the back of Landy’s bakery, but, 
as their companions did not turn up, they 
went home. 


ATTEMPT ABANDONED. 

Thomas Gerrard, when charged and cau 
tioned, made a deposition, which he signed, 
to the effect that, when he was in the ex- 
Artane Boys’ Club on the night of the 27th 
November, Brennan asked him to get a de- 
tonator. Next day Arthur Kelly showed him 
the iron piping and other parts for the mine, 
as well as two .45 Webley revolvers and sixty 
rounds of ammunition. Gerrard then told of 
the raid on the chemist’s shop and also of the 
seizure Of the motor car. 
With the others, his statement went on. he 
drove to dhe back of the bakery, where the 
party got out and crossed the fields to the 
bakery. Arrived there they agreed that, as 
the wall was too high, they could not get in, 
and Arthur Kelly said: ‘‘ We will leave it 
until another night.’’

W. J. Manning (Jury’s Hotel) presided 
at the Hotels Conference in Dublin yester- 
day, when papers were read on hotel 
accounting and control, hotel cookery, 
cookery and service, and advertising. 

During the discussions it was stated that 
a list of hotel tariffs was being compiled, 
and that any hotel which refused to give 
detailed tariffs would be struck off the roll 
of the Association. 

It was suggested that the appointment 
of an inspector would result in the dis- 
covery of the “black sheep ” among hotel- 
keepers—those who over-charged visitors.

IMPORTANC: OF ACCOUNTING 

In introducing Mr. R, J. Kidney, F.S.A.A., 
who read & paper on '“ Hotel Accounting and 
Control,” the Chairman said that he could not 
conceive of anything more important to hotels 
and the hotel industry than a proper system 
of accounting and control. : : 

Mr. Kidney, in the course of his remarks, 
said that it was most. impertáht that every 
hotel should have a visitors’ book, without 
which they could have no check on charging 
up of costs. From his experience, control was 
talked of very lightly amongst the smaller 
hotel-keepers, but in the larger hotels they 
had an organised system, which was part of 
the hotel itself, and without which they could 
not get along. In the case of the small hotels 
he suggested that they keep a full set of 
books. All supplies from the kitchen and 
cellar, for instance, should be charged up and 
the amounts checked and compared every 
month. The hotel proprietor could not afford 
to do without proper accounts, and it was of 
great interest and concern to him to get a 
proper return on his accounts. The moral 
value of the check on the staff was of great 
importance. (Hear, hear.) 

THE HEART OF THE HOTEL. 

- Hotel Cookery ” was the title of a paper 
submitted by Mr. A Geldof, of the Café 
Belge, Dublin. He said that the heart of the 
hotel was the kitchen, and it was, therefore, 
necessary that it should function properly. 
Laying stress on the economy of labour in the 
kitchen and the provision of proper cooking 
utensils, he said that labour-saving and space 
sche were absolutely necessary, and aa 
servi from range to customer by the shortest 
possible route not anly saved labour, but 
placed the food on the table m the condition 
in which it should be served. 

Referring to modern methods of cooking and 
catering, he said that he believed that if a 
course of training was arranged at their tech- 
nical schools, and a good Continental chef ap- 
pointed as teacher, there were hundreds of 
young lrishmen who, if properly trained, 
would hold their own as chets. (Hear, hear.) 

INDIFFERENT COOKERY. 

‘* Cookery and.Service " was the subject in- 
troduced by Mrs. Maud Walsh, Dublin. She 
said that she was a convinced believer that, 
after agriculture, the. most valuable asset to 
the country was the tourist traffic. If the 
tourist traffic was properly tackled, enor- 
mously increased revenue would come into the 
country without any delay. One of the most 
important factors in the tourist traffic was the 
hotels. 

From personal experience she should say 
that the cookery in Ireland was most un- 
attractive, and the service was very iD- 
different. In the smaller hotels,~ situated in 
most delightful surroundings, it seemed as il 
the owners or managers did not try to please. 
There was no attempt at variety, which a 
little thought would set right. They should 
put their cookhouse in order if they wanted 
to attract the stranger. The average Irish 
girl was hopelessly ignorant of the knowledze 
of cookery, and she would say that every ;.rl, 
no matter in what. sphere, should attend a 
school of cookery and housekeeping, 
and ‘those who could not afford to 
pay for it should get free training in the arts 
of the kitchen. She thought that it would 
be a very good thing if they, imported a 
number of French cooks and sent them on an 
itinerary exhibition through the country. 
Towards making their hotels what they 
should be she thought that the placing of a 
‘* suggestion box ”’ In every hotel fo receive 
the impressions of visitors to the hotel would | 
he a verv wise innovation... This box would 
be locked. and after the visitors had gone the 
proprietor or manager could see what his 
guests thought of the manner in which thev 
were catered for.
